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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Board of Education and the Citizens of Newton, 
Nest 


I hereby respectfully submit my first Annual Report. 
This report will include supplementary staff reports from 
the Supervisor of Music Instruction, the Supevisor of Art 
Instruction, and the Director of Health Services. The re- 
port will cover statistical information concerning the school 
year beginning July 1, 1946, and ending June 30, 1947 
with additional information concerning the status of the 
schools from July 1, 1947 to Dec. 31, 1947. 


I GENERAL INFORMATION: 


The total school enrollment reached an all-time high 
of 107 pupils registered for the school year 1946-47. Dur- 
ing the school year 1947-48 111 pupils have registered. 
Our enrollment in the secondary schools surrounding this 
district totals 37 for this year. 


We have been fortunate in that last year’s teaching 
staff remains with us as suitable replacements would have 
been difficult to obtain. Miss Dorothea Martin, a graduate 
cf Massachusetts School of Art, with two years’ experience 
in Hampton and Durham has been added to the Supervis- 
ory Staff as Supervisor of Art Instruction. The Art Pro- 
gram, though new in this area, seems to be making prog- 
ress. The Good Citizenship Medal was awarded to Carolyn 
Lewis, and she is to be commended for her proficiency 
and excellence in these areas. 


II CURRICULUM: 


a. General. I have found that the curriculum fol- 
lowed in our schools to be sufficient and if followed should 
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assure reasonable proficiency in the “3 R’s,’’ adequate 
preparation for those who will go on to the secondary 
schools, as well as an integrated program of health and sci- 
ence. Opportunity is offered to develop those desirable 
traits of good citizenship and social responsibility. 


b. Testing Program. A minimum testing program is 
in operation wherein each pupil is tested during his school 
tenure, to determine “his ability to learn from books,” and 
paralleling this, achievement tests are given in grades four 
to eight inclusive to determine how far he has gone in “‘his 
learning from books.” The test results are used in part as 
a starting point from which the teacher may aid the pupils 
in overcoming their subject difficulties. 


c. Music. We are fortunate in having an excellent 
music instruction program which includes voice instruction 
and music appreciation with extra curricula work in pre- 
sentations for public consumption. 


TI TEACHERS AND PROFESSIONAL ADVANCE- 
MENT: 


Newton is fortunate in having a staff who by and large 
are interested in their own professional advancement and 
who, in the main are interested in boys and girls. During 
this school year a Citizenship Workshop was organized. 
Under the direction of the State Board of Education the 
elementary school teachers met for three days, discussing 
new trends in education, working on their own personal 
teaching problems and examining new materials for class- 
room use. We here at Newton reap much of the benefit 
from this desire for professional improvement on the part 
of the teachers. It is contemplated that a three-week ses- 
sion of professional study will be held this summer for the 
benefit of the teachers. 


IV TRANSPORTATION AND FINANCE: 


a. Transportation. This year because of the in- 
creased number of children to be transported, and the con- 
sequent increase in mileage, it has been necessary to ex- 
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pend a greater amount for transporation than was antici- 
pated. We have, however, a well run and supervised 
transportation schedule at a cost of less than the state 
average. 


b. State Aid. Most school districts in the State of 
New Hampshire benefited by increased amounts received 
in the form of State Aid for education. Newton received 
its increase, but not within $1,128.88 of what your School 
Board was given to believe it would receive. Investigation 
at the state level has been made, and it was found that 
these estimates on the number of pupils attending second- 
ary schools had been ten more than actually attended, thus 
making the $1,128.88 over-estimate. The School Board, 
however, has tried to absorb part of this $650.00 increase 
in transportation and the $1,128.88 deficit in State Aid 
from their current budget, which I think is commendable. 


ec. Tuition. Tuition rates in the several secondary 
schools to which our pupils go, have been raised consider- 
ably with Haverhill High showing the greatest increase. 
It is estimated that the high school tuition cost in this area 
next year, will be from $160.00 to $170.00 per pupil per 
year. 


V OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE: 


An oil burner and furnace complete has been installed 
at the Rowe’s Corner School, making the heating facilities 
adequate and healthy. Repairs to the two schools are con- 
tinuous, with outlays for toilets, lighting, and plumbing. 


VI SCHOOL AND COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES: 


We are fortunate to have such an active Parent 
Teacher Association, that has expressed the desire to aid 
the schools in any way they can. Plans are in the making 
for sponsoring a hot lunch program in the future. Parent 
Teacher Association meetings are held monthly at the 
schools. 


The schools are offering milk this year, and are using 
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federal funds available to defray the extra expense in- 
curred in providing this program. 


VII RECOMMENDATIONS AND CONCLUSIONS: 


This section of the report might well be called ‘‘Plan- 
ning for the Future.” In no way should it be implied that 
these reccommendations are “musts,” but merely a suggest- 
ed program upon which you the public, must decide. 


a. Teacher Status. In order to maintain an ade- 
quate and efficient staff of teachers, salary increases seem 
necessary. The unending rise in the cost of living through- 
out the nation makes this of paramount importance. 


b.. Health and Physical Education. When space and 
funds are available, and with the help of local organiza- 
tions, plans should be made, looking toward the establish- 
ment of a yearly dental clinic, as well as provision for 
physical examination of our pupils. 


When space and funds are available, and with the 
help of local organizations, a school lunch program should 
be in existence, using. available federal funds to defray 
part of the expense. It is my opinion, however, that with 
the inadequacy of space and equipment at our schools it 
would be difficult to administer an efficient lunch program 
at the present time. 


ce. Textbooks and School Supplies. During the war 
period it was impossible to carry out an efficient policy on 
textbook adoption and replacement. As a result, our text- 
books are outdated, overworn, or inadequate. I therefore 
recommend a revolving policy of textbook replacement so 
that in no one year unusual amounts need be spent in this 
category. Along with other commodities, the price index 
for books, paper, etc., has increased from 10% to 25% over 
last year, making it necessary to increase the appropria- 
tion in these areas. 


d. Maintenance and Repair. The state of mainte- 
nance in our schools is such that in some’ areas it seems 
advisable for immediate action. If we are to maintain our 
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present structures, some interior decorating should be 
done. The present state of the toilets in the Village School 
demands action for sanitary reasons alone. These forego- 
ing recommendations represent only the major areas. I sug- 
gest that if a building program is anticipated, only essen- 
tial repairs be made to our present structures. 


e. State Aid. Due to the increase in the enrollment 
in the schools of New Hampshire, we must anticipate a 
decrease of from four to five dollars State Aid on all pupils 
enrolled in our schools. Therefore, the principle of under- 
estimating the income received from outside sources should 
be viewed with care. 


f. Planning for the Future. While there are differ- 
ent points of view concerning the early growth of school 
attendance, all observers are agreed that by 1950 in the 
United States, we shall have a record enrollment particu- 
larly in the elementary schools. 


The following is the projected enrollment increase to 
be expected in our schools providing Newton follows the 
national trend, using statistics compiled by the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company.

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It is evident that there will be in the near future, a 
marked increase in the school-age population, and the 
situation urgently calls for planning along practical lines, 
in order that adequate provision be made for the educa- 
tion of these children. Therefore, because of the upward 
trend in enrollments, and the present condition of one of 
our schools, I recommend that a committee be appointed, 
to include the School Board, Superintendent, representa- 
tion from the Board of Selectmen, and representation from 
among our citizenry, for the purpose of surveying the edu- 
cational needs of this community, and reporting their find- 
ings at a future date. 


g. Conclusion. I wish to take this opportunity to ex- 
press admiration and respect for our former Superintend- 
ent, Mr. Nelson, who through twenty-three years of earnest 
and upright administration of our schools, has made teach- 
ers, boys and girls, men and women, better because of his 
untiring efforts for progress. 


I also wish to express my sincere appreciation for the 
unqualified cooperation of the teaching staff and for the 
guidance and every ready aid of the School Board and 
citizenry. It is only by this team-spirit that the needs of 
all the children of all the people of Newton can be realized.

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Annual Report of School Nurse 


To Mr. L. M. Grandy, Superintendent of Schools: 


The following is my annual report for year ending 
December 31, 1947. Asin the past, each school receives as 
many routine visits as possible, plus the additional visits 
necessary to accomplish specified work.

Kye health program in our schools is very important. 
Modern educational procedures depend largely upon the 
use of sight. It is therefore necessary, for all of those con- 
cerned with the welfare of the child to know as early as 
possible what his eye condition is. Since eyes change with 
growth, and accidents do occur during vacation periods of 
which the child and parent may both be unaware, periodic 
examinations are necessary through the school year. 


Ideally, every child should have a thorough medical 
examination, including an eye examination, before he en- 
ters school.

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Miss Constance Martin, R. N., staff worker of the Tu- 
erculosis Association aided in giving the Vollmer Test for 
tuberculosis May 22-26, 1947 at Junior High, 21 pupils 
were tested. 2 pupils reacted ‘“‘Positive’”’ to Vollmer Test. 


Through courtesy of Mrs. Knowles, transportation was 
made available to Manchester for X-rays. We are planning 
another Tuberculosis Clinic this coming spring. 


Salem Schools are anticipating a gift of an Audio- 
meter, a special scientific device for measuring the hearing 
loss. I am looking forward to using this audiometer, and 
giving each child a hearing test. No child can learn unless 
he hears and understands what he hears. Many children 
suffer from a qualitative hearing loss, or hidden defects 
that no one realizes. Bright children may be stigmatized as 
“backward” or lazy, when actually they are struggling 
under a burden of defective hearing. ‘It has been found 
that the majority of hard of hearing can be given ryt 
al care he needs for correction if found in time. 


Every child was weighed and measured several times 
during the school year, and records kept on charts provid- 
ed. Gain in weight is the best single sign of good nutrition 
in a child, well nourished children differ in many respects 
according to age, sex, and race and family from which 
they come. They vary in shape and size, even at the same 
age. Some will be tall and slender, some short and stocky. 
The gain to be expected over any period depends upon 
such factors as these, as well as the child’s health, through 
the period. Everyday factors favorable to growth are long 
hours of sleep, play and exercise in open air, and. a diet 
that includes a. generous amount of milk, fruit and vege- 
tables. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
School Committee, Mr. Grandy, and Teachers, and all with 
whom I have worked, for without their interest and coop- 
eration, my work would have been quite futile. |
